deputy registrars to be 
appointed by the BMV in 
cojunction with Franklin 
County Democratic chairman 
John E. Jones. : 

The initial appointees, all 
white, drew angry protests 
from several ‘black Democrats 
who charged that the agencies 
were issued to only white “fat- 
cats.” They were especially 
fierce upon learning that 
Jones’ wife was one of the 
deputy registrars. 

Deputy registrars appoint- 
ments are regarded as a juicy 
political patronage plum 
issued only to party faithfuls. 
Although the agencies carry 
no fixed salary tag, it’s not 
unusual for deputy registrars 
to draw up to $30,000-a-year in 
commission fees received from 


license sales. 

The Espy agency, drawing 
mainly from the Worthing- 
Dublin area, should become 
one of the top money-making 
licéfisé<tags outlets in the 
county, -according to a BMV 
spokesperson. 

The delay in the announce- 
ment of the Espy agency open- 
ing, resulted from the fact that 
an appropriate site “could not 
be pinned down,” the spokes- 
person said. 

But at any rate, it is believed 
that this is the first time in his- 
tory that there has been two 
black Operated auto license tag 
agencies in the county. Never- 
the-less, protest gripes are vir- 
tually certain to be voiced by 
some disgruntled black 
Democrats.

In Africa: An Important Gain For 


While much press attention has 
been riveted to the Libyan-backed 
invasion of Chad and its resultant 
upheavals, a second far more Sig- 
nificant event has occurred in 
Africa's second-most populous 
nation--Nigeria. There, some 25.5 
million voters Participated in an 
amazing expression of de- 
mocracy : 

In arecently held election Presi- 
dent Shehu Shagari, the incum- 
bent, was reelected with 47 per- 
cent of that vote, compared to 31 
percent which went to his closest 
rival, Chief Abafemi Awolowo 
More significantly, the people of 
Nigeria were able to chdose their 
nation’s leader in an orderly

The results of Nigeria's election 
were a clear victory for the idea of 
democracy--an idea which is very 
new and very fragile in that coun- 
try.

President Reagan has accused the Soviet Union of “stonewalling” and 
“covering up the truth” about the Korean plane incident, but! am afraid 
this is an example of a’ robber shouting “stop thief" to confuse his 
pursuers. 

It is Reagan who has failed to answer the central questions of this 
affair. 

Why did the Korean plane intrude so far and so long into sensitive 
Soviet airspace? Why was it flying without lights and refusing to respond 
to all efforts to communicate;with it? What was the nature of the coded 
telimetry it sent out as it flew over one of the most important strategic 
nuclear defense bases in the USSR, several important air and naval 
bases and a new intermediate-range ballistic missile test site still under

the report was written). We see 
more qualified people out of 
work than we did before the 
réport. The old adage, ‘last 
hired, first Tired,’ is still true.” 

Lomax was even concerned 
about the resurgence of a prob- 
lem we had supposedly solved: 
the paradox of hunger in aland 
of plenty. “When | see three- 
four-five hundred people lined 
up for cheese, this signifies to 
me that folks are hungry.” 

Yet, Dick Campbell, Colum- 
bus Citizen-Journal editor, has 
another view. From the front 
entrance of the Columbus Dis- 
patch building one sees 
Capitol South Spreading its 
fingers to the sky. Across the 
marble canyons are the 
Columbia gas building on the

“I think black progress is real 
every day of the year,” accord- 
ing to Campbell. “(Blacks) are 
raising themselves economi- 
cally.”

ness and despair of the unem- 
ployed, and the aimlessness of 
the young. And his perceptions 
more closely mirror those of 
Lomax than those of Campbell. 

“There has not been any real 
improvement in any of the 
major areas identified in the 
report,” according to Miller. 

The realities are powerfully 
on the side of Miller and 
Lomax: statistics show that 
blacks in Columbus are not 
gaining, but falling further and 
further behind. 

A draft copy of the “Franklin 
County Profile,” prepared by 
the Metropolitan Human Ser- 
vices Commission, shows that 
the income gap between 
blacks and whites is expand- 
ing, rather than shrinking; that 
black incomes,-adjusted for 
inflation, dropped while white 
incomes have risen; and that 
blacks are three times more 
likely to be poor than whites. 

The report also states that 
“the incidence of poverty has 
increased and will continue to 
increase,” thus boding ill for 
blacks. 

The implications of these 
facts are Clear, and frightening. 
We are entering a. period of 
dramatic change in Columbus, 
in which the economy. is being 
reshaped and everyone-- 
blacks and whites--is being 
affected. ; ; 

Yet, how we respond to this 
period of change will have a 
profound affect upon the way 
we and our children will live.
